Press that he, BERNSTEIN, -was quoted accurately in the story -which 
appeared in the “Washington Evening Star** chi that date, and that the 
United Press could requote the statements made by him in that article* 
BERNSTEIN stated that all the United Public Workers -wanted in this 
regard -was to know the exact charges against the employee, to assure 
the right. of\the employee to be represented by counsel of his own 
choosing, and. the right of the employee to face his accusers* 

The informant learned that on October 21, 19U7* BERNSTEIN 
was contacted by representatives of the Associated Press, United Press, 
International News Service, JENE CLARK of the Washington “Times Herald", 
and by FRANK HOIEMAN of the New York “Daily News"* In addition to those 
• contacts, it was learned that LAWRENCE KAMMET'Jwas contacted by JEAN ALLEN 
of the American Broadcasting Company, at which time she asked him if the 
United Public Workers » foreign policy was the same at the present time 
as it was at the convention of April, 19U6* KAMHET told her that the 
UFWA was part of the CIO and that their policy has now been superceded 
fey -the policy determined at the., re cent CIO Convention in Boston*

3 It’ was learned that on October 22, 19U7, DAN SCHWARTZ’, Regional 

Director’. of the UFWA, contacted AL BERNSTEIN to ask him how he had made 
out in his ♦conference with Admiral HILLENKOETTER • BERNSTEIN stated that 
tKe jfidmiral had given him a letter indicating that the CIG employees had 
not been released because of their union affiliation* BERNSTEIN also 
told SCHWARTZ the Admiral had told .him that the employees were not fired 
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for disloyalty* He- stated that the Admiral denied the story ■written by 
JOHN CRAMER in the Washington "Daily News", which stated in effect that 
the employees had been dismissed because there was a' slow down in that 
division during the Conference of Foreign Ministers in Paris* • BERNSTEIN 
was of the opinion that JERRY KLUTZ and JOHN CRAMER were "smearing" the 
story because they, had been scooped by JOE YOUNG* BERNSTEIN also 
mentioned that he was taking the two girls, JEANNETTE IEIGENBAUN and 
DOROTHY MUNRQE, over to see ISADORE STONE of the "P.M.", and indicated 
that STONE was going to start a program on civil liberties regarding 
these dismissals* * 

On the same date BERNSTEIN contacted Miss FEIGENBAUN and she 
advised him that' -she had received a, letter from CIG advising* her that 
she was to have, her hearing on the case on* October 23rd and requesting 
her presence at the hearing* BERNSTEIN instructed her not to attend the 
hearing and asked if she- could be down to his office at. 2*00 P.M. on 
October 23 for the purpose of going over to see STONE at "P.M." BERNSTEIN 
was of the opinion that she and MUNROE. might be able to get their jobs 
back since there was so -much pressure being brought on the case* \

On the same date LAWRENCE KAMMET contacted JOSEPH YOUNG of 
the Washington Evening Star to tell him that he had "something hot" for 
him* YOUNG was unable to go into the union offices to see KAMMET, 
because as he stated, it was his day off and it was against Guild rules 
for him to come in* However, arrangements were made for YOUNG to visit 
the union offices on October 23rd at which time the two girls would be 
present and YOUNG would be able to get the first-hand story*

tive of the Bureau talk vith the Individuals In CIA In order to acquaint, jjj®| 
them vith the material that the Bureau is interested in vhich comes to %(?/#&& 
the attention of CIA. Mr,. Tamm observed that it vould be to our advafvtage A , 
to have 'Someone explain to the actual people reading the incoming mater lelj&syn 
the variety of the Bureau's interests therein. The Director approved of fj) 
Mr. Tamm's recommendation and, accordingly, I talked to this group of some 
fifteen people on the afternoon of November 12, 19^7 • I talked to the group 
for approximately one and one half hours and my discussion of necessity vas 
general Un nature. Briefly, I advised the group of the general makeup of , 

the Bureau from the standpoint of divisions at the Seat of Government and 
offices in the Field Division territories. I then referred specifically to 
our security and intelligence responsibilities, observing that they all 
relate to the primary responsibility placed upon the FBI for. maintenance 
of the internal security of the country. Next I advised them of our interests 
from the standpoint of statutes, referring specifically to such statutes as 
the McCormick Act, Voorhis Act, Foreign Agents Registration Act, Espionage 
and Sabotage Statutes, et cetera. I discussed vith them in a general vay our 
investigations of both an organizational and Individual character and I think 
I succeeded in getting across the point that the FBI is interested in receiving 
any material from CIA of either an intelligence or purely statutory character 
vhich in any vay relates to our responsibilities of a security nature either 
under given Acts of Congress or under Presidential Directives. I indicated, 
for example, that the Bureau is interested in receiving advice emd any back- 
ground information available on the travel to the United States of persons 
reported to be suspect in character, be they diplomatic, quasi-diplomatic, or 
nondiplomatic — aliens or citizens — registered or unregistered agents — 
couriers, et cetera. I indicated also that the Bureau vas interested in ^ 
receiving any Information of an organizational or intelligence type on any 
groups in any foreign countries vith counterparts or related angles of interest 
in this country. As examples, I cited the Trotskyite movement, the Spanish 
Phalange, the Communist movement, and the ultra nationalist movements in 
Palestine. In citing these examples vhich extend from the extreme left to the 
.extreme right, I specifically -emphasized the fact that the Bureau is interested 
in these movements in foreign countries, or individuals identified vith these

We cannot continue to handle arty more investigations for this Agency if we are to 
maintain the quality and thoroughness of this and other responsibilities, which 
we must discharge.
